Suffragism and Lawlessness. 


Good men and women dilTerJn opinion on the question of 


woman's suffrage, but all right-minded people, whatever their 
views ,on this subject, agree that good citizens must have re- 
spect for the law and that no lasting good can come from de- 
fiance of the law in behalf of any cause. 


The.women of England who are fighting for (he ballot have 


long attracted the attention of the civilized world by their 
militant tactics. They have destroyed property in the most 
lawless manner and made themselves a terror to the public 
peace. Their actions pass the understanding of ordinary peo- 
ple and denote a condition of-insane frenzy incomprehensible 
to the average mind. 


Greatly to their credit, the suffragists of this'country pursue 


an entirely different course. That they do some foolish things 
is, true—for instance, marching long distances lo lay their 
cause before slate and national authorities. That sort of thing 
attracts momentary attention, but fails to make a favorable or 
profound impression on the public. However, it is no breach 
of the peace, and so long as the suffragists are satisfied with 
action of (hat sort the opponents of the movement ca nafford 
to be, as the results, if any, will injure rather lhan advance 
the cause. 


Now and then a suffragist lakes (he ground that the taxa- 


tion of women's property is "taxation without representation" 
because'the women have not (he ballot. A Vermont woman 
is among those who take this view,'and she recently allowed 
some of her property to'be sold for (axes which she refused lo 
•pay simply because she has nol the privilege of voting. 


The cause of woman's suffrage will not be strengthened by 


such action or any other which .conflicts with the laws of (he 
land. All know thai the properly of minors is taxed in spite 
of the fad that the owners have no ballot, and thai men 
own- 


ing property outside of their voting districts have to pay 
taxes thereon without having any voice whatever as lo (he 
manner in which' (he money shall be expended. 


Respecl for law is the first qualification for law making, and 


most of the suffragists in this country appreciate this fact and 
govern themselves accordingly. Refusal to pay taxes because 
one cannot vote is nonsense.
